Wo have learne! throngh the press 
of the conntry that the supremeo court 
of the United States at its next 6e85io00, 
will be called upon to settle à qnes 
tion, which in its vast importance 
eur passes any question which bas en 
gaged the attention of that court since 
the adoption of tho 14th amendment 
to the Federal Constitution, It is a 
questiou peculiarly important, in this, 
that it is not to settlo the question of 
certain righis and privileges of the 
two races, wherein, if it bo in «ffir- 
manoce— that cach race will be in 
statue quo, but, sbould tho judgment 
te in aflirwance of the judgment to 
be reviewed, it will declare ouly upon 
the rights of the Negroes of the Uuit- 
ed States to xerve in the courts of the 
eeveranl States as jurors, in spite of 
their race and color, when otherwisc 
qualified, whenever the rights or 
hberties of a Negro arc to bo passed 
upon in such courts, in civil and crim- 
mal litigation. This is a grave ques- 
tion—a question in which as to the 
rights aud privileges of every Negro 
in the nation be is individually inter- 


cated, from Maino to Texas, from 
California to Virginia. The 
o involving the question 


aro the two caves transferred by writ 

of error from the supreme court of the 
State of Miwirgippi. Upon our visit 

to Greenville, Mies, it was my for- 

tune to reliably investigate the merits 
of the respective cages. But before 
reaching Greenville, Miss., I was hold- 
ing the ministerial institute of the 
e>nference districts of Mississippi at 

Greneds, Miss, and by permission a 
hort memorial from one C. J. Jones 
was read, in which this question was 
briefly treated, mentioning the case of 
Charley Smith, convicted in Rosedale, 

Bolivar county, Mizs., who was indict- 
ed by a complete white grand jury of 
tho circuit court of that county in 
May 1894. Smith's attorney made a 
motion in the circait court of the 
county at the sume term of the pre- 

sentment of the indictment by the 
white grand jury to quash the indict- 

mont presented by such a grand jury, 
because—first, he was a negro of color 
— black—and that the grand jury 
which presented the said indictment 
was & jury eompriscd of white men en- 
tirely. The indictment charged him 
with murder which under the state 
laws, the penalty therefor upon 
couviectiop, was death. And sccondly, 
he charged in the motion to quash the 

indietment that tho officers of the 
law, charged nndor the law, with list- 
ing, selceting, summouing and charg- 
ing the said grand jury for the said 
May term of said court for 1894, dic 

velect such grand jury of all white 
men, partial to their color, white, be- 
cause of the great race prejudice thus 
prevailing against the accused, on ac- 
count of. bis color and race, to the eu- 
tire exclusion from such jury service 
all Negroes of the county, purposely, 
on the account of their race and col- 
or, black, notwithstanding the fact 
there were in the county of Bolivar, 
qualified for jury service at the time 
the objectionable grand jury was $0 
8olected, 3,500 colored persons to 500 
white persons 80 qualified; and that 
the «aid officers of the law so selecting 
the grand jury which was summoned, 
empaneled, sworn aud charged by the 
court, were members of the white 


race, and purposely violated the 
express provisions of the 
stato law regarding the selection, 


testing, listing, cummoning, empau— 
neling, swenring ond charging the 
grand jury for that term of the etreuft 
court with the jutent aud for the pur- 
pose of procuring the indictment 
aguinst the accused, Charley Smith, 
because of the race prejudice against 
him, and of discriminating against 
him and all qualified electors and ju 

rors of the Negro race on the account 
of their race and color, aud then and 
there asserted his right to equal pro- 
teetion under the laws of Mississippi, 
by the state and its autborized officers, 
as zecured him under the Federal Con- 
stitution. This motion to quach the 
indietmeut was by the court overruled 
und the defendant reserved exception, 
Tue state, through the proseenting at- 
torney, a white man, procured a con 

tinnauco of the ease until the Novem 

ber term of the circuit covrt, 1594. 
The defendant procured a speeial bill 
of exceptions, and when the cave was 
called in November, 1894, the defond- 
unt's conngel petitioned the court for 
% removal of the trial of the indict- 
ment from that state court to the 


United States cirenit conrt, for the 


westeru division of the sonthern 
distriot of Mississippi, alleging the 
samo grounds therefor, as were averred 
in the motion to quash the indictment, 
and farther charging that the petit 
jury eummoned for tho regular venire 
were all white men, summoned in the 
«ame manner and for the same pur 
poscs as wero the grand jurors com 
plained of and that ho could not se- 
cure a fair trial before the state court, 
and prayed opportunity to summon 
the officers whom he had so charged, 
that they may be br ught to the bar of 
the court aud examined under oatb, 
touchivg tho charges which he, the ac- 
cazed, was then making, and had made, 
undder outh against them. The court 
then and there denied the petition and 
defendant duly reserved exception, and 
forced the defendant into trial before 
u petit jury of white men exclusively, 
and that jury, true to the deeres of 
tho white race, returued a verdict with 
great prowptness: Guilty as Char- 
ged,” aud the*conrt, which had been 
burning for the opportunity, readily 
prononuced the death penalty. 

Thus, as the case stood, one Negro 
was consigned to the felon's cell to 
await the dull tread of the execntioner, 

The next case is that of a Negro by 
ihe name of Jobn Gibson, charged 
with the murder of Robert Stinson, a 
white man. 

The facts upon which the accused, 
Joho Gibson, was arrested and im- 
prisoned, are these: On a Saturday 
night in January, 1891, the accused, 
among a number of others, laborers on 
the Refuge plantation in said Wash- 
ington county. was to have been 
seltled with for his labor for the week's 
work. The said Stinson was subordi- 
nato agent on the said plantation, 
whose duty it was to settle with all la- 
borers, The said Stinson, it seemed, 
bad deducted from the accused 20 
conts from tho amount ue him, and 
when an explanation for such dedne- 
tion was demanded cf the said Stin- 
son, the only explanation given was: 
ou get away from here, you d——d4d 
s— — & b——, or 1 will kill you!” 
Tho accused did as ordered—left the 
house. The decenged immediately 
procured a pistol aud ran out behind 
the accused with a stick and pistol. 
No one saw either of them any more 
until about fiſtcen or twenty minutes, 
when three pistol shots were heard at 
the yard gate, about one hnndred and 
twenty yards from the honse. The 
chief agent and two servauts went out 
to the «cene änd found the deceased 
down ou the ground and fast dying, 
bei ig unable to speak, and another 
servaut trying to help him (the de- 
ceased) up. 

On examination of the pistol pro- 
cured at the beginuing before decensed 
left the honse, three chambers were 
empty, showing to bave been receutly 
fired. A crowd was hastily organized 
to apprehend the ncoused, who, loarn- 
ing of the same, fled for his life, and 
in 1892, within the autumn thereof, he 
was captared in Kausas City, Mo., 
brought back in irons aud incarcer- 
ated in the Washington county jail. 
In December, 1892, the circuit court 
for the said county convencd regularly 
and a grand jury for the said term, 
composed of white men, returned an 
indictment for murder. 

The accused, John Gibson, was tried 
by a petit jury of white men aud con- 
victed, sentenced to the death peualty. 
His attorney appealed the case to the 
State supreme court and secured a 
reversal. The accused waz three 
times sentenced to haug, and gecured 
revorant each time, andthe last time 
he was tried January, 1895 at the same 
court, and Greenville, Miss., his attor- 
ney filed a petition, and preaguted it 
to the consideration of the court for 
the removal of the trial of said indict- 
ment from the state court to the United 
States - circuit court, for the western 
Jivision of the southern distriet of 
Mississippi. Alleging as grounds, 
therefor, the same grounds which 
were alleged in the case of Charley 
Smith in Rosedale, Bolivar county, 
Miss, just mentioned by us, 
excopt that the number of qualified 
jarors under the law in caid county at 
the time the said grand jury was se- 
lected by said officers forgaid term, of 
colored persons were 7,000, and the 
number so qualified of the white race 
was 3,500, and that for a number of 
years, in said county colored men 
were excluded from jury servioes and 
that the officers of the state, by the 
anthority of the state, and in the name 
of the state of Mississippi, purposely 
violated the state law for the purpose 
of discriminating against the accused, 
aud denied to him that equal protee- 
tion of the laws of the state, prohibit- 
ed and inhibited by the constitution 
of the United States, This petition 
was duly worn to by the prisoner 
upon knowledge aud belief, which pe- 
tition being overruled by the trial state 
court, exception was duly reserved by 
the defendant, and the trial proceeded 
with before « white petit jury, and for 


to the death penalty. 


The attorney again appesled thy 
case to the state supreme court upon 
an assigument of twenty-three errors, 
in which tho action of the trial court 


in ovorruling the petition for thi 


removal of tho trial from tho stato to 
tho federal court, was distinetly as- 
signed. After thirteen weeks delibera-

1895, as the day of execution, and the 
samo steps having been taken in the 
cane of Charley Smith, and the same 
judgmont rendered by the supreme 
oourt, fixing 10th of July, 1895, for 
his exocntion date. The attorney then 
petitioned the Chief Justice of the 
state supreme court for tho writ of er- 
ror, to the United States supreme 
court, who, on the 224 day of Jane, 
1895, declined to grant the same. The 
attorney then potitioned Associate 
Justice of the United States supreme 
court, E. D. White, for the writ and 
owing to tho extensive record and 
short time, could not justly decide the 
question whether or not to grant the 
writ until tho 16th day of July, one 
day before the execution was to come 
off and on the 16th abont 12 m, the 
attorney was telegraphed to by Justice 
White that tho writ was upon the 
grounds stated, granted to operate as 
a snpersedues, having granted the writ 
for Charlie Smith on the 9th day of 
July. 

Thus the execution of two Negroes 
whose lives wore saved by the gagacity, 
courage and unparalleled legal ability 
of the greatest Negro lawyer npon the 
American continent. This lawyer of 
whom we speak is Cornelius J. Jones, 
a Negro of Greenville, Mississippi, 
who w record in the courts of Missis- 
sippi stands nablemished. This Negra 
lawyer has shown to the bar of the 
state, by the frequent reversals secured 
by him—judgments of the various 
cirenit courts of the state, at which he 
is 80 frequently called, that in con- 
struing the statutes and expounding 
the coustitutiov, he is a wonder and 
a modern genius. Too much honor 
cannot be given the man who, in his 
native state, sees the rights of his race 
ignored against law and constitution, 
dares to bo the man to throw dowa the 
gauntlet and set np his view. of the 
state statnto and his interpretation of 
the Federal Constitution against the 
united bar of the state and against the 
supremo court of the state. Ard, at 
last, to emerge ſrom the throes of legal 
battle, with the great legal 
giants of his native state, having 
victory perched upon his banner, 
But now, that the battle is yet to be 
renewed at the flual hearing within 
the next term of the United States su- 
preme court, every Negro in the na- 
tion must look to this giant of the 
continent with pride and admiration. 
He now enters the battle at our na- 
tional capital, not with the liberties, 
rights and privileges of Charley Smith, 
of Rosedale, Bolivar county, Miss., 
and John Gibson, of Greenville, Miss., 
Washington county, alone but the 
vital question pertaining to the legal- 
ity of any trial throughout the land, 
before a jury wherea Negro is inter- 
ested civilly or eriminally, from which 
all Negroes are excluded on the ac- 
conut of their race and color, The 
case is stated, the country is enlight- 
eued fully upon the subject, audit be- 
comes the Negroes to rally to this 
legal chieftain fluaucially ; raise funds 
and support the cause that success 
may continue to attend the battling of 
the soldier-lawyer. There is uo sclfish- 
ness in the matter; it is to be a final 
victory for the full enforcement of 
the 14th amendment to the Federal 
Constitution. This wonderful repre- 
sentative of Negro manhood, race 
loyalty and masterly exhibition of 
legal learuing, standes without peer in 
the history of the race, aud we were 
gratified to learn of this Negro lawyer 
through the voices of all who chanced 
to mention him, that his record as a 
courageous, loyal aud substantial citi- 
es the Mississippiaus proud 
of him. Though, on meeting thts 
groat lawyer we found a plain, uuas- 
suming, courteous gentleman, un- 
moved by the avalanche of personal 
ivflueuce swayed by him in his native 
state and surrounding states and com- 
munities. It seems that he was a 
member of the Mississippi legislature 
when the bill providing for the late 
constitutional convention of that state, 
and, upon thi» floor of that body, he 
immortalized himself in the celebrated 
anti-convention speech made by him. 
Filled with souudzutterauces and pre- 
dictious, the truth aud wisdom of 
which have won for him the name of 
one of the soundest thinkers of lis 
day. The lawyer, Mr. C. J. Jones, 
is the gentleman who recently mar- 
ried Mrs. Bishop Disney, an honor to 
the distinguished lady. 

Here is an opportunity for every 


his race, to join in and help support 
Mr. Jones and such as he may asso bi- 
ate with him, to get « verdict that will 
secure to the Negro the right to be 
tried before « jury consisting in whole 
or in part of his owu race. It will cost 
thousauds of dollars to put the case 
through the United States supreme 
court, We have giveu $10, and a 
large number of Methadist aud Bap- 
tist preachers in Mississippi and Ar- 
kansas have given from one to five 
dollars, but nothing like suflicient 
funds have yet been raiged, No Afri- 
can emigration in this—it is all a 
home battle, When Judge White, of 
Louisiana, from whom we expected 
nothing, when appointed by Mr. 
Cleveland on the supreme bench, will 
grant suche a favor to the black man to 
eure his rights, what onght the No 
gro to do? He must now either prove 
himself something or nothing.

Africa is not yet claimed to bes 
Christian country. Many years will 
yet clapse before the Savior of men 
shall be known and acknowledged 
throughout the length and breadth of 
that vast continent. Howover, wo are 
glad to report that the Dark Conti- 
nent is coming into the glorions snn- 
light of the gospel of the Son of God. 


The consccrated labors of the 
godly men and women, who have 
labored axsidnonsly, and borne 


the heat of missionary struggle aro 
now beginning to produce marvelous 
results that should encourage and 
gladden every heart, The sunrise of 
gospel truth in Africa roveals wonder- 
ful progress and discloses still greater 
opportunities for the Master's devoted 
workers, among a people, who, to my 
judgment, seem destined yet to be- 
come a shining witness for Christ, and 
whose government shall yet rank first 
among the nations of tbe earth. 

In order to form a correct opinion 
of the effect of Christian mission in 
Africa it will be necessary to turn to 
the field of operation whero the grand 
work of Christian evangelization has 
been going on for some considerable 
time and there takes a retrospective 
view of the past.

Some of these carly pioneer mis- 
sionaries who laid deep the fonnda- 
tions of the Gospel of Christ with 
their tears and with their blood, bave 
passed through floods and flames” 
and laid down their lives for the re- 
demptiou of their fellow men.

Dran Voter or Misstoxs: 

I beg to offor a few thoughts on the 
important subject of an African 
Bishop, which, evidently, will claim 
the consideration of the forthcoming 
general conference, Let mo say, it 1s 
the expressed desire of the Liberia an- 
unal conference that Bishop H. M. 
Turner be returned for auother quard- 
urenium. It is my caudid opinion that 
to remove Bishop Turner just now 
would be a serious blunder, for which 
the whole church would feel sorry. 
when too late. Four years connection 
with our African work has endeared 
tho good Bishop to the ministry, laity 
and public. We somewhat under- 
stand him and he has become acquaint- 
od with us and can better manage af- 
fairs than a new man, who, perhaps, 
could never get tho work in band. 
Wo trust the next general conſforonce 
will return our dear bishop, for. wo 
don't want to part with the father of 
our conferenco and tho pioneer Afri- 
can biszhop of tho church. 

The Liberia Auunal Couference vo- 
ted unanimously for tho return of 
Bishop Turner, D. D., LL. D. Will 
that august body, the General Confer- 
ence, hear our prayer? 

Rev. A. L. Ridgel, A. II., I'. E., has 
offered Rev. J. M. Murchison, B. D., 
for the office of African Bishop. I 
don't know Rev. Murchison, but Elder 
Ridgel says that ho is eminently quali- 
fied for the office, We must beg, how 
over, to say that our choice, aſter 
Bishop Turner, is Rev. A. Lee Ridgel, 
A. B., I'. E., who has acclimated to 
the country; has traveled over the 
work, knows the people and is greatly 
beloved by everybody. Dr, Ridgel is 
by far the ablest man that our Church 
has seut to this country, No man has 
grasped the situation and won such 
laurels as he has, Should the General 
Conference decide to make an Africa 
Resident Bishop, we nominate Elder 
A. L. Ridge], A. B., a man of execcu- 
tive ability, pulpit power and moral 
staming, Elder Ridgel has won a 
warm place in all our hearts; we have 
found him a man of rare talent, full of 
aympathy, ut the same time stern aud 
strict, guarding the Church with u 
vigilance peculiar of one twice his 
years, Dr, Ridgel wonld add diguity 
to the exalted position if clevated to 
it. We think if-any man deserves it, 
he is the man, He came here, braved 
the storm, fonght the fever, extended 
the work aud should be first to 
hure the honors, When men esponse 
such noble intercsts, cudnre such pri 
vation und aacrifices as Elder Ridge 
has, we think they merit applause ut 
demand consideration.

The hymn book which we compiled, 
and was publisbed in 1876, was an 
awkward, clumsy-looking affair, Bish- 
op Payne, then the almighty power of 
ant chareb, ordered ns to put in every 
Wesleyan bymn, and Bishop Camp- 
belt told ns we had better obey the or- 
der, and we endeavored to do eo, un- 
til we discovered that we were abont 
to burden the book in that direction, 
and stopped. We have always re 
gretted since that we did pot follow 
our owa jndgment ani insert many 
others from different anthors more 
spiritual than many of the Wesleyau 
bymns, which we compiled. Then 
again, Dr. Hunter, who had possossion 
of the manuscript which we did com 
pile, put it in the hands of a publisher 
who had no conception of size and 
proper dimensions, and the book ap- 
peared looking more like the head of 
a club than a hymual for the church 
of God, And when we went into the 
Publication Department we were not 
financially able to get out new plates 
and put the in shape; 
thas the clumsy and abnormally 
shaped hymnal remained till the re 
cently published new hymnal made its 
appearance, But we certainly had a 
anflicient number of hymns upon all 
the subjects and doctrines to give 
bonntiſul variety, Nevertheless, we 
are not surprised that the Honse of 
Bishops should desire a more shepely 
hymns), for we wanted it as badly as 
any one could. But we certainly were 
surprised when the present baby bymn 
book made its appearance, and we 
were surprised again when the council, 
which hell its session a ſew weeks ago, 
should order a new hymnal in the 
midst of the prosent session. How- 
ever, the creation of another commit- 
tee, and the movement for a new 
hymnal, which evidently means en- 
largemeut, will prevent the bishops 
from getting a thrashing, as we have 
been told we might look for at the 
general couference, 

Lord Bishop Tanner, in calling upon 
our ministry and laity for hymns 


of their own composition, should 
stir every man and woman with 
any poetic genius, and pat 


them to work ; for if there is anything 
thut the religious Negro in this coun- 
try weeds it is hymus of his own com- 
position. Poetic genius, says the 
learned Lord Maccauley, is of a lower 
grado than the realm gf logio. Aud 
if the Negro can reason, as many pre- 


write a few hymns; decent doggerel 
will be better than none at all. We 
need hymus in keeping with our color; 
that will harmonize the purily of 
black with the parity of our religion, 
Every Sabbath we are singing in al! 
of our churches to bo washed whiter 
than snow; and bymns for whitc 
bearts, white wings, lily white kand-, 
white robes aud everything we want 
in song is white, and such "hymns 
are degrading if not infernal iu 
their eff-cts upon the Negro race. We 
#topped singing them years ago, and 
the Negry race will never respect it 
gelf as loug as we do sing them. 
Moreover, we believe it to be falee 
to commence with. God is 
not white; nor is white the symbol of” 
life and purity. Tuere are more 
white deadly chemicals in nature than 
black, and ouly one-fourth of the pop- 
nlation of the globe is white. The 
same holds good among the stars of 
heuven. Auy astrouomer will tell yon 
that ouly one-fourth of the five hun- 
dred millions of suns that the tele- 
v00po has revealed are white. Only 
one-fourth of terraqueous nature can 
even be made white, and it is time for 
Negroes to study the pbilosophy of 
black and try to diguify it materially 
and spiritually, aud stop this everiast- 
ing trying to be white. When white 
is vo better than Hick; serves no 
higher purpose in the ecouomy of na 
ture, nor in the sphere of Christian 
graces, And so far as our country is 
concerned, the relation of white to 
back is the relation of lynchers and 
bloody handed flends on the one hand, 
and perfect quiet and a silent acqui- 
exence on tho other. 80 there is 
nothing in nature, spiritually, or gov- 
ernment in this country to make Ne- 
groves covet white.

Many of the Israelites tried to return 
to Egypt, and some pomibly did, 
while God was feeding them with 
manna from heaven, and such com- 
plainers and panper-gramblers have 
been found among the early 8ettlers 
of all now conntries. Mr, Bancroft, 
in his great history, tells how scores 
and hundreds went back to England 
and represented America as the land 
of death and starvation, in the early 
settlement of this country and so they 
dia with Anstralia and all otber conn 
tries in their early settlement. But 
these three scullion Negroes referred 
to above, know they willfully lie when 
they say there is nothing to eat in 
Liberia—a country that literally 
abounds with food. They may have 
been some of those who speut their 
money in buying jngs of liquor to 
carry over with them, and whou they 
needed money to bny pntritions food, 
had none; for they certainly did not 
expect the people of Liberia to spread 
a table daily to support a gang of 
American panpers. We bave been tell- 
ing Liberian emigrants not to go to 
Africa without some money, but 1h se 
three patiper slanderers evidently had 
some money, otherwise they could not 
have paid their way back here. Why 
did they not spend some of that money 
for food, instead of paying it to the 
ships to return here, to berate 
aud slauder the only home the Ameri- 
can Negro can point to. For nobod 
but a conmmmate ass and fool will 
say that this blood flowing conutry of- 
fers any home to the black man. We 
are here as inhabitants, until some 
white man chooses to shoot us down, 
unt the moment he gets ready to blow 
the brains of the Negro ont, he is 
gone. That many of the 200 emi- 
grants who went over on the ship Hor- 
en, in March may be sick, we do not 
doubt. Hundreds from Georgia and 
from North and South Carolina went 
tos Mississippi aud Arkansas some 
years ago and died like sheep, but 
many others lived, aud some are 
wealthy to-day. A change of climate 
is always attended with more or less 
sickness aud some deaths, and no one 
with auy sense expetts anything else. 
But for these ſellows to return here, 
and say there is nothing to eat in Li- 
beria, is literally outrageous. They 
know they wilfully lie, and if they did 
not get the land referred to, it is be- 
cause they were too worthless to ask 
for it.

My Drar Bishop—The Recorder of 
tho 20th ult., which came to hand to- 
day, notified me of your fe arrival in 
America, We aro all quite glad to 
learn of your good bealth and that the 
great and good Mester bad been expe- 
cially kind to you. 

In answer to your letter which I re- 
ved on the 26th of January, I ac- 
knowledge the receipt thereof and for- 
warded the letter, care of Dr. Derrick. 
It was mailed on the tame day, 26th 
Jannary, and must have reached you 
before you left for Africa. 

It is cloze upon two years vow vince 
[ bave received « letter from Dr, Der- 
rick. 

Yon will be glad to learn that I have 
at lest sncoceded in establishing « fine 
mission. It is a little way in the su- 
burbs, but it is African Metbodist out 
and out, I bave married three ovnples 
thereat and baptized a number of in 
fants. 2 

I bope you will pay ns a visit this 
year, but before you come yon must 
«end me some money so that I might 
be enabled to rent a respectable honse 
in which to receive you, On your 
first visit to the West Ladies, it is nee- 
exzary that you be received and treat- 
ed with becoming propriety and digni- 
ty. Your visit at this time would do 
much good. 

What about the West Iudian confer- 
ence? Where shall it be bell? When? 
Plesse notify me at once so that ar- 
rangements mi; ht be made. 

Since your remittance in January, 1 
havo received no money from thwmis- 
$.onary department. May I request yon 
to send me some? My condition is jnst 
the same. My people, as I have be 
fore told you are poor and can do very 
little. I have ſought the battle single- 
handed; it 1s a spiritual conquest of no 
mean order, In beaven you will hear 
a good deal about it. 


Write me soon, dear bisbhop. I am 
very anxious to hear from you.

Rev. H. M. Tur 
ver, D. D., LL. D., president of the 
Ministeriel Institute of the stato of 


| Minsi=sippi, the brethren of the three 


annual conferences assembled in 
a second annual session at Gren- 
ada, Miss., that beautiful and historie 
little city, the bome of the Hon. U. 8. 
Senator, Mr. Walthall, on the morn- 
ing of Tuesday, July 23d, at 9 o'olock, 
in Powell's chapel A. M. E. church. 

By request of the bishop, who was 
somowhat indizposed, the presiding 
elder of Yazoo district, Rev. 
Adam dJackecon conducted the 
opening exercises. Ho lined the hymn, 
295, Aud Are We Yet Alive,” cte., 
aud offered prayer. The bisbop then 
made a few opportune remarks, giv- 
in ga sketch of his recent visit t. 
Africa. 

Bishop Turner, regardless of all 

that is being said against bim, is do- 
ing a grand work over in Africa, of 
which we are proud. We say to the 
good bishop, you have our co-opers- 
tion and sympathy. Push on the vie- 
tory of the cross till all the beat hen 
Africans sball learn the Messiah's 
name. Next Rev. A. B. Poxton was 
elected zeeretary, Rev: O. P. 
D. D., Dean, Presiding Elders Lamp- 
ton, Carter, Jackson and Mitchell 
committee on fluance, Dr. J. A. 
Brockett, Critic aud the writer, re- 
porter to Tix Voten or Misstoxs. 

These preliminaries being over, the 
following distinguished visitors were 
introduced to the conference, viz: 
Rev. J. A. Brockett, D. D, of Bes- 
ton ; Col. James Hill, of Jackson; 
Revs, L. H. Snell, of the Episcopal 
Church; T. W. Lewis, of M. E 
Church, South; J. M. Dubard and 
Hon. B. C. Adams, the mayor of the 
oity, all of whom greeted the brethren 
and made encouraging remarks rela- 
tive to the religions, moral and ivtel- 
leggnal progress of the Negro, We 
highly appreciate the address made by 
Hon. Mr. Adams, the mayor, and (on- 
eur with bis statements. Tho gentle- 
man said: The colored man asks no 
ſavor at the bands of the white man, 
bnt justice, which he onght to have 
and will have as long «as I am the 
mayor of the city of GrÞnads, I beve 
always nected on the square with the 
Negro, and am opposed to mob vio- 
lonce, I believe in the supremacy of 
the law and in social equality among 
the races as long'ss they will act right, 
do right, live right and respect them- 
selves as loyal citizens. The Negro 
should not only stimulate race pride, 
Unt family pride. Husbands and 
wives respect and love one - avothor, 
Educate your children and bring th-m 
ap in tho way they should go. Dis- 
tinguish yourselves from the vicions 
and pernicions classes. You have fine 
looking and brainy young men aud 
women among you, and there is no 
reason at all why the future of the 
colored people should not be full of 
hopes and anceen%es, In conelusion 
I wish to say, don't be alarmed—don't 
be disconraged. I know you arc hay- 
ing a hard etrnggle in this country, 
but the world was not mad» in a day. 
Pursne your onward and npward 
march aud success awaits you in the 
end.” Dr. Brockett, in tones of elo- 
quenee, responded in behalf of the In- 
stitute. The Bishop then made a 
strong and instructive address relative 
to the social and domestie duties of 
our people, which nandonbtedly made 
« lasting impression upon all who 
heard him. The Bishop said: 

Don't regard everybody as your 
friend. Your best friend is your own 
energy, your own manhood, your own 
endeavor and your own industry. 
Learn bow to live, how to keep your 
houscs and yards clean, how to 
act and conduct yourselves as citizens 
and members of the church. Some 
preachers tench the people how to die 
and get to heaven. Lecture more and 
teach the people how to live, then they 
will know how to die. I do despise 
these rum-drinking hnsbands and those 
lager beer-drinking mothers. The other 
day I attended class meeting at a cer- 
tain church and one of the class lead- 
ers who bad just fiuighed leading his 
class, came and whispered something 
in my ear, and I declare, his breath 
Fas foul with intoxicants. You think 
I wonld let a man like that lead me? 
No, he could not lead a dog of 
mine. Another thing I want to 
speak about. I was told that 
there are a lot of our colored 
women who are of loose virtue, etec.,

Mrs. C. J. Jones, of Greenville, was 
next introduced, who made a feeling 
appeal to the Institute in the name of 
her husband, Hon. E. J. Jones, in be- 
half of the case of Charles Smith and 
John Gibson, now before the Federal 
court. 

Mr. Jones is the first Negro lawyer 
that has ever taken an appeal care be- 
fore the supreme court of the United 
States. He is no doubt grappling 
with a weighty matter in defense of 
not only these two individuals now in 
question, but in defense of his race 
generally, If he succeed, tho right 
of the Negro acting as juror on any 
caso will forever be settled in the state 
of Mississippi. O, for more Jonescs in 
our midst with that moral cournge, 
bull-dog tenacity and Daniel-like vim 
as to face death, if necessary, in de- 
fense of their rights.
